Washington 


Ways and Means Group 
Now Studying Unfair 
Levies on Motors 


Washington, July 11.—Relief for 
the tax oppressed automobile in- 
dustry may be granted by the 
seventy-third Congress when it 
re-assembles in January. Hope 
for such a result was seen here 
today in the statement of Rep. 
|Doughton, North Carolina, that 
one of the problems confronting 
the next session would be the 
elimination of inequities in exist- 
ing tax laws. 

“T shall not expect any increase 
|in taxes, but I hope we may be 
|}able to make considerable reduc- 
tions in taxes that are now too 
high because of the emergency 
| needs,” said the chairman of the 
| House Ways and Means Commit- 
| tee. 

A special sub-committee of the 
Ways and Means Committee al- 
ready has investigated the ques- 
tion of multiple taxation as it 
applies to the motor vehicle. Its 
findings indicate that the commit- 
tee has adequate grounds for 
classing motor taxes as among 
those which are “too high because 
of the emergency needs.”

During the past 
few months it has become in- 
creasingly apparent that compari- 
sons with last years figures are 
deceiving due to the fact that 
1932 was so bad that even a good 
increase over the mark set in 
that year would not necessarily 


|mean that the industry is once 


more back on its feet. The com- 
plimentary comparison with 1931, 
however, iS more encouraging. 

Another feature which stands 
out in the General Motors June 
report is the fact that sales to 
dealers, while exceeding the mark 
for the preceding month, fell 
short of the actual retail sales by 
over 2,000 units. Actual figures 
were 99,956 in June against 85,969 
in May. This indicates that deal- 
ers were buying more heavily 
during June but that there was 
no effort on the part of the cor- 
poration to load them with cars. 
The figures would indicate an ac- 
tual curtailment in dealer’s stocks 
with a possible backlog of orders 
for July production. 

Total sales to General Motors 
sales to dealers in the United 
States and Canada, including 
overseas shipments, was 113,701 
units, against 98,205 in May and 
52,561 in June last year. 

C. E. Dawson, president of Gen- 
eral Motors Fleet Sales Corp., De- 
troit, Michigan (the General Mo- 
tors subsidiary organized to serve 
fleet users), reports that June de- 
liveries of General Motors pass- 
enger cars and trucks to large 
fleet users exceeds any month in 
over three years.
